WASHINOTON, Aug. M.—The Chinese 


treaty, which was ratified by Liu: sen- 
ate Monday by a vote of .17 to ^0, pro- 
vides that for a period of ten years the 
coming", except Tinder conditions speei- 
licd, of Chinese laborers to the United 
States shall be absolutely prohibited. 
This does not apply to the return of 
any registered Chinese laborer who 
has a lawful wife, child or parent in 
the United States, or property here o] 
the value of 81,000, or debts of like 
amount due him and pending settle- 
ment. 


Every such laborer is required be- 


fore leaving the United States to de- 
posit with the collector a full descrip- 
tion in writing of his family, property 
etc.

While the 
ore is being taken out of the mine and 
put into the baskets the don is lying in 
his hammock leisurely 
smoking cig- 


arettes. 
When the baskets are full tho 


don manages to pull himself together 
long enough to lock np the mine arid 
seal tho entrances and the cavalcade 
then starts back and goes straight to 
Chihuahua, twelve miles away., As 
soon as they arrive there the don sells 
the contents of the baskets, for which 
be receives from twelve thousand to 
eighteen thousand dollars in cash in 
Mexican money. 
He gives his peons a 


liberal tip besides their meager wages 
whluh they divide, like the conscien- 
tious peons they are, between
